When the proper launder¬ 
ing steps are followed, hot, 
warm, or cold water can each 
give good cleaning results. But 
for energy-conserving home¬ 
makers, cold water for wash¬ 
ing will save the most energy. 
It’s important, however, for 
good cleaning results, to know 
that special pre-treatment of 
soils and stains is necessary 
when using cold water. 

Use a liquid detergent or 
make a paste of detergent and 
water to pretreat the soiled 
area. Rub gently and then 
wash as usual. 

Heavy duty liquid deter¬ 
gents are recommended for 
cold water washing. Powdered 
detergents do not dissolve 
easily in cold water, so if you 
use this type, dissolve it in 
warm water first and then add 
it to your cold wash water.

This past year has been a difficult one for the Chairman and the majority of Town Councillors. The legislative branch of 
this government dealt with each difficult task and saw that it was completed. 

The major function of the Town Council is to approve a budget that reflects its concern for the taxpayers of Agawam. I be¬ 
lieve that this was done this past fiscal year. I am proud to state that the 1975-76 budget has resulted in one of the lowest tax 
increases ($1.00) in the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. 


TOWN MANAGER 


The fiscal year 1975-76 continued to be a year of change and 
progress for Agawam. 

Joining in the celebration of our country’s two hundreth 
birthday, Agawam provided for her citizens, a bi-centennial 
celebration that long will be remembered. An estimated fif¬ 
teen to twenty-thousand people were entertained by the 
fireworks display, the parade and many other special events 
and games. 

Due to continued inflation, the Town continued in its efforts 
toward carrying out a conservative fiscal spending program. 
Some of the measures were: 

Maximum personnel usage of the federally-funded 
C.E.T.A. program for many of Agawam’s unemployed. 

New programming techniques of current Data Processing 
facilities, which streamlined the budget-formulation and 
analysis process for the Town Council and all of the town 
departments. 

Also, the appointment of a full-time Tax Assessor with an 
assistant: when, in previous years, three part-time assessors 
were used. 

Agawam continued the Five-Year Capital Improvement 
Program, highlighted by the Town’s connection with the 


Springfield sewer treatment plant, the beginning of the North 
Street deep gutter sanitary sewer project, the realization of a 
$300,000 capital saving through the completion and full oc¬ 
cupancy of the Senior Citizens Center. In summary, for fiscal 
year 1975-76, Agawam was once again in the fortunate posi¬ 
tion of levying only a one and one-half dollar tax increase. 

In order to provide quicker, more responsive and more er- 
ficient fire and police protection for our citizens, several im¬ 
provements were made: 

The Fire Department acquired a 1976 diesel pumper which 
is a vehicle designed and equipped to handle virtually any 
type of fire. 

The Police Department acquired two additional marked 
cruisers, thereby increasing our fleet to five. The additional 
vehicles allowed for a total redistricting of the patrolled sec¬ 
tors. A new detective bureau was appointed and this alone 
resulted in a 45% increase in the solution of reported crimes. 

Overall. 1975-76 was a year of a new spirit and a renewed 
commitment to the efforts started two and one-half years 
ago, to provide the most effective and efficient service to the 
residents of Agawam, within a tax structure acceptable to 
all.

This was the big year - the Presidential election year - T0WN C0UNC 
that comes every fourth year, and what a year it was. 

All of the old election laws pertaining to legal residence, 
age, and citizenship were repealed by new amendments some 
time ago, making it easier for all eighteen year olds and new¬ 
comers to register at their convenience. 

Thank goodness the postcard registration and election day 
registrations have as yet not been passed. The hassle would 
be greater at election time. 

The annual census showed 24,305 persons seventeen years 
of age and older living in town, as compared to 21,115 for the 
previous years. From this listing the names, 813 voters were 
eliminated because they moved out of town. After searching 
a little further, 38 were restored to the voting lists as their ad¬ 
dresses in town were uncovered. 

The April Presidential Primary had only a 30% turnout, but 
in the November Presidential Election, 82% of the Town cast 
their votes, making this one of the best elections for some 
years past. 

Total registration at the time of election was 12,805. The 
September State Primary election had no local Republican 
contest, so only 183 Republicans cast their votes and the 
Democratic side of the ballot vote cast was 1506. 

The responsibilities, authority, and accountability of the 
Town Clerk are vast, every decision made by him or his elec¬ 
tion officers place him in a position where he must answer for 
any irregularities, although the law is clear and to the point, 
over who is to shoulder the guilt of any irregularities, I must 
credit my election officers from the Warden down to the 
School Custodians, for a job well done. 

My congratulations to the Town Poll Workers for their effi¬ 
cient work at the polls during this busy year.

TREASURER’S ANNUAL REPORT 



JOSEPH J. CONTE 
Building Inspector 


The following report is the 1976 annual report of the 
Agawam Building Department. This past year, as in the 
previous year, found Agawam leading all communities in 
Western Massachusetts in construction of single-family 
dwellings. We were responsible for 28% of all homes built in 
Hampden County. This past year, 365 building permits were 
issued valued at $4,815,177,00, of which 131 were for family 
dwellings. It’s fair to say that a unit is being completed ap¬ 
proximately every other day. As I write this report, my ad¬ 
vance sheets indicate no relief in single-family dwelling con¬ 
struction is due Agawam. 

With the continued growth of our community, and the add¬ 
ed work load of the new State Building Code, which by an act 
of our legislature have mandated some 574 hours of public 
field work, and an additional 313 office hours of paper work, 
our Building Department finds itself under a constant work 
load. Because of the energy crisis, our department will be 
requested by law to make additional inspections to dwellings 
as to insulation practices. We are hoping the town will grant 
our department additional funds to keep our present staff on a 
permanent basis. 

We were fortunate this past year in that the Federal 
Government assisted our department labor force in adding an 
Assistant Ordinance Officer, Mr. Dominic Urbinati. With the 
issuance of new restricting ordinances, population growth 
and a continued building boom, our assistant zoning officer 
has contributed to the enforcement of these new regulations, 
and has relieved the Building Inspector to spend more time in 
field construction duties. 

The name Building Inspector, under present conditions, 
does not define itself as to its responsibility to the communi¬ 
ty. Last year alone, the Building Office handled over 8,000 in¬ 
quiries of town citizens, which dealt from a bird house to 
multi-million dollar complexes. 

The Agawam Building Department is the nucleus for many 
future departments and is the common denominator in deal¬ 
ing with all walks of life in our community. There has been, 
and is an increasing growing responsibility, which at times, 
calls for duties above and beyond what is allowed under the 
classification of Building Inspector. 

The Building Department does serve all walks of life in 
protecting the health and safety for the citizens of the town. 
We will in the future, as in the past, be a common 
denominator to assist our citizens in promoting their safety, 
health and general welfare.

The Treasurer’s report this year attempts to clarify the 
town’s bonding capacity with an Explanation of the 2%% 
borrowing capacity and its relationship to "within the debt 
limits.” 

Except as otherwise authorized by law the town of Agawam 
cannot authorize indebtedness to an amount exceeding 2Vz% 
of the equalized valuation of the town. The Town may author¬ 
ize indebtedness In excess of 2Y2%, but not in excess of 5% of 
the equalized valuation, provided, that the amount of in¬ 
debtedness so authorized shall be subject to the approval of 
the Emergency Finance Board, which approval may be given 
either before or after such authorization. 

All authorized debts, except those expressly authorized by 
law to be incurred outside the debt limit, shall be included in 
determining the limit of indebtedness. 

A further interpretation of the above is that the town can 
borrow, within the debt limit, up to 2Vz% of the equalized 
valuation (A-page 1) and could actually borrow an additional 
2Vz%, within the debt limit, with special permission from the 
Emergency Finance Board — or a total of two times (B-page 1) 
— all this ‘‘within the debt limit” as referred to in Chapter 44, 
Section 7 of the General Laws. 

Laws. 

All our ‘‘within foe debt limit” authorized debts, both cur¬ 
rently in effect and those authorized but not bonded must be 
counted in determining the limit of the 2Vz% or 5% “within 
the debt limit” level. 

All debts authorized by law that are incurred outside the 
debt limit (those are listed in Chapter 44, Sec. 8) shall not be 
counted in determining the 2Vz or 5% “within the debt limit” 
level. 

In this case — “outside” means exactly what it says — it is 
outside the scope of the “within the debt limit” category and 
does not count as being part of the 2 Vz - 5% limit imposed un¬ 
der the General Laws. 

Within the debt limits — Agawam may incur indebtedness 
for the following purposes: 

1. For surface drains, sewers, sewerage systems, sewer¬ 
age treatment and disposal facilities, (a) lining by cement or 
metal of sewers constructed for sanitary drainage and sewer¬ 
age disposal. 

2. Acquiring land for public parks, recreation, (a) con¬ 
struction of artificial ice skating rink on land owned by town. 

3. Acquire land or construct buildings or for additions to 
buildings, (a) For remodeling, reconstructing or making ex¬ 
traordinary repairs to public buildings. 


4. Construction or reconstruction of bridges of stone, con¬ 
crete or iron superstructure, (a) construction of incinerators 
within the town for disposing of waste, refuse, and garbage 
(b) For remodeling, reconstruction or making extraordinary 
repairs to incinerators owned by the town. 

5. Original construction of public ways or the extension or 
widening thereof. 

6. For road material and for resurfacing of roads. 

7. Construction of walls or dikes. 

8. Purchase of land for cemetery purposes. 

9. For the cost of additional departmental equipment. 

10. For connecting dwellings or other buildings with com¬ 
mon sewers. 

11. For payment of final judgements rendered after the 
fixing of the tax rate. 

14. For traffic signal or public lighting installations, fire 
alarms, police communications. 

16. For payment of premiums for fire insurance contracts 
or policies covering a period of five years. 

17. For construction or reconstruction of public wharves. 

18. For payment for expert appraisal of taxable property 
or for the preparation of Assesor’s maps. 

19. For payment of charges incurred under contract with 
other governmental units. 

20. For developing land for burial purposes. 

21. For cost of architectural services for plans for pro¬ 
posed buildings for which the town is authorized to borrow. 

22. For cost of engineering or architectural services for 
plans for any other project not defined in article 21. 

Outside the debt limit — Agawam may incure debt outside 
the limit of indebtedness as follows: 

1. For temporary loans. 

2. For maintaining, distributing, and providing food. 

3. For establishing or purchasing a system for supplying 
the town with water. 

4. Construction or enlargement of reservoirs, (a) 
Remodeling, reconstructing, or making extraordinary 
repairs to reservoirs. 

5. For laying water mains of not less than six inches but 
less than 16 inches in diameter. 

6. For laying water mains of 16 inches or more in dia¬ 
meter. 

7. For extension of water mains and for water depart¬ 
mental equipment, (a) For the purchase and instalation of 
water meters, (b) For payment of town’s share of the cost to 
increase storage capacity of reservoir. 

8. For the establishing, purchasing, extending or enlarg¬ 
ing of a gas or electric plant or TV Community Antenna 
system, (a) For remodeling or repairing any of the above. 

9. For such emergency appropriations as shall be ap¬ 
proved by the attorney general, state treasurer and the direc¬ 
tor. 

10. For acquiring land, construction of structures as 
memorials to members of the armed services. 

12. For acquiring street railway property. 

13. For acquisition and improvements of public airports. 

14. For financing a program for eradication of Dutch Elm 
Disease. 

15. For construction of sewers, treatment and disposal 
systems or lump sum payment of cost of tie-in to such ser¬ 
vices. 

16. For construction of municipal golf courses. 

18. For construction of regional incinerator. 

19. For the lending or granting of money to industrial 
development financing authorities.

On March 18, 1975 the Captain Charles Leonard House was 
officially notified that this early colonial Agawam house had 
been accepted by the National Park Service for listing in the 
National Register of Historic Places. This designation places 
the Leonard House in an exclusive national list of historic 
places thus preserving it for posterity. 

The Captain Leonard House was built in 1805 by Captain 
Charles Leonard who was believed to have been a captain in 
the militia during the Revolutionary War. It was built as a 
tavern and stopover for travelers by stage coach between 
Hartford and points north. When it ceased to be a tavern it 
changed hands many times until it was bought by Mrs. Miner¬ 
va Davis in 1936 and restored to its original beauty. 

Mrs. Davis turned the house over to a Board of Trustees 
composed of 15 local interested citizens who operate it as 
Community House for the use of the public. Three apart¬ 
ments have been made on the second floor, two of which are 
rented and the third one occupied by the custodians. Mr. and 
Mrs. Henry Moriarty. 

The meeting rooms on the first floor are rented by the day 
or evening to various local and area organizations for meet¬ 
ings and other events such as weddings, receptions, showers, 
etc. These rentals are the source of income the Trustees de¬ 
pend upon for the upkeep of the House. It is the home of the 
Agawam Junior and Senior Women s Club, the Historical 
Society, and many other organizations. 

Your Town Report Committee salutes the Captain Leonard 
House for having attained this National Recognition — the 
only building in Agawam having been so designated.

During the past year, major accomplishments in the Data 
Processing Department were as follows: 

The implementation of the accounts receivable system for 
the water payments, which has worked well saving the collec¬ 
tor’s office hours of writing and furnishing them with various 
reports such as a "Daily Cash Sheet,” a report of unpaid 
balances and a payment card for balance of payment due. 

The implementation of a Day-Analysis system which fur¬ 
nished a report to each department at the end of each month. 
This report shows in detail the hours taken by each employee 
within the department for sick leave, vacations, Holidays, 
bereavement etc. for the exact day the time was taken. At the 
end of the report, the total hours taken for each employee for 
each category is shown, another file is kept for the day 
analysis system with a subsequent report showing total hours 
available, total hours used, and total hours left for each 
category. This file is carried over into the next year so all in¬ 
formation is readily available for a given employee as long as 
he or she works for the town. 

The implementation of the "Budget Analysis System” 
which aids department heads, the Town Manager, and the 
Town Council in making decisions on current and future 
budgets. This system produces a report which shows the ap¬ 
propriated and expended amounts for the past two years 
along with the current appropriation and current expen¬ 
ditures to date. It also shows the Department request for the 
upcoming fiscal budget, the Manager’s recommendations and 
Council approval. It will show percent of increases or 
decreases for three years and a separate report is run after 
final approval budget by Town Council showing percent of in¬ 
crease or decrease of new fiscal budget and current budget. 

For the school system the State attendance system which 
is used for all schools was revamped in order to reduce 
processing time and to have the ability to process one school 
at a time. This was done in order to produce the High School 
without waiting for the rest of the schools to send us their 
state attendance cards as the High School uses this report for 
its own use as well as sending it to the State. 

An "Occupational Day” system was also set up for the 
High School where each student was given a printed list from 
the computer showing possible occupations he or she would 
be interested in. Each student made a 1st, 2nd, and 3rd choice 


The majority of the activities of the Engineering Depart¬ 
ment are concerned with the provision of technical and ad¬ 
ministrative services to the Department of Public Works. 
These services include design, contract preparation and con¬ 
struction layout and inspection of water mains, sanitary 
sewers, storm drains and sidewalks; design and layout of 
street reconstruction projects; preparation of the D.P.W.’s 
operational and capital budgets, and preparation of serivce 
contracts. In addition, this Department provides advice and 
assistance to the Planning Board, Conservation Commission, 
Board of Appeals, School Department and many other Town 
Boards, Agencies and Departments. 

During Fiscal 1976 (July 1, 1975 to June 30,1976), the con¬ 
tract projects handled by the Engineering staff included 
storm drain construction on Royal Street, Randall Street, 
Rowley Street, and High Street and Sidewalk construction on 
South Westfield Street, Springfield Street, Maynard Street 
and Edward and Corey Street. Also, the program to eliminate 
the infiltration of ground water into sanitary sewers was con¬ 
tinued. Sewers in Shoemaker Lane, Industrial Lane, and 
Meadow Street were inspected using a television camera and 
leaks that were detected were sealed. 

Some progress was made during the year with the Topics 
or Urban System Program to improve traffic flow and safety 
at many of the Town’s major intersections. The "Functional 
Design Report” was completed and a public hearing held in 
April 1976. The next phase of this program involves the com¬ 
pletion of construction plans. When these are completed, 
another hearing will be held. Citizens, interested in the pro¬ 
posals can see the Design Report at the Engineering Depart¬ 
ment office. 

A major step forward in the improvement and extension of 
sanitary sewer service was made in fiscal 1976 when the 
Town Council authorized bonding and the application for 
State and Federal grants for five sewer projects. These in¬ 
cluded the North Street-Deep Gutter Area, the North West- 
field Street-Thalia Drive Areas, South West Street and the 
Three-mile Brook Valley. Grant applications were filed for 
construction funds for the Three-mile Brook project and the 
easterly portion of the North Street-Deep Gutter Area. Appli¬ 
cations for design funds have been filed for the remaining 
projects. Action on these applications is expected during the 


which was then keypunched and a report was printed showing 
totals selected for each occupation as a representative for 
that particular occupation could be contacted to appear at the 
High School on "Occupation Day.” The students’ choices 
were then run through the scheduling system and a schedule 
was printed out showing where and what period that student 
could meet with the representative of that particular occupa¬ 
tion. As it turned but, the “Occupational Day” here at 
Agawam High School was a big success and it is again plann¬ 
ed for this coming year. 

Another addition was made to the program of offering 
courses in computer programming here at Agawam High 
School. This was the instituting of a Educational 
Collaborative program where students at Agawam High 
School are offered courses at other High Schools in the area 
that are not being taught here at the High School. In turn, 
students from other schools are offered courses here at 
Agawam in Data Processing. The computer is now 
available for student use between the hours of 8 a.m. to 12:30 
p.m. for Agawam Students and from 12:30 p.m to 2:45 p.m. 
for the educational Collaborative Program. The computer is 
then used from 2:30 p.m. on to process the many Town and 
School applications such as payrolls, real estate bills, water 
bills, accounts payable, report cards, student scheduling, and 
many more applications. 

Future applications for the Town are accounts receivable 
system for real estate, Personnel History, Inventory and 
Police Record Control, for the school, a student Data Bank 
and a complete inventory system. 

For the Data Processing Department, it has been a busy 
year and a successful year in that the Data Processing 
Department has been a major contributor in the efficient 
processing of town and school needs. 

AGAWAM YOUTH CENTER 


The Agawam Youth Center is a "Youth Community 
Center,” which provides a co-educational program schedale 
in a variety of activities, which are available to all residents 
between 5-11 yrs. (Junior’s), and 12-18 yrs. (Senior mem¬ 
bers). The goals of the Youth Center are to provide pro¬ 
grams and activities which will effectively deter and pre¬ 
vent; juvenile delinquency, alcohol and drug abuse, destruc¬ 
tive and violent behavior towards people ana property, ana 


current year. 

A flood insurance study for Agawam was begun and should 
be completed in early 1977. The study will determine the ex¬ 
tent and elevation of flooding for 10, 50, 100, and 500 year 
floods along the Connecticut and Westfield Rivers as well as 
several major brooks. With the completion of the study, 
Agawam will move from the emergency flood insurance 
program to the regular program under which additional 
coverage is available at actuarial premium rates. The Town 
will be required as its part in the program to revise its flood 
plain zoning ordinance to insure that all future construction is 
protected from flooding. Information on the flood insurance 
program and flood hazards can be obtained from our office. 

During the current fiscal year, the Department will be 
working on a major expansion of the water main system in 
the South Westfield, Pine, and Barry Streets area. Also, funds 
have been appropriated for the improvement of a culvert on 
Southwick Street and this is presently under design. Projects 
which have been designed and are scheduled for construction 
early in fiscal 1977, include a new water main on Garden 
Street and storm drainage on portions of Silver Street and 
North West Street .

The Youth Center’s program during the past year has been 

highly effective in accomplishing the goals of the Youth Com¬ 
mission (Board of Directors) and the Community. The 
Program reflects a cross-section of the community, with 
children involved from every area of Agawam. During the 
past year, 123 children joined the program, and today 98 are 
actively involved (three moved), this means that the pro¬ 
gram has retained 80 percent of its participants. All of these 
participants through the support of the Youth Center have re¬ 
mained out of serious trouble with their parents, schools, and 
the police. 

The Youth Center’s program is made up of these programs 
and activities (swimming, weightlifting, silkscreening, and 
others), Wilderness Trips and Skills Training (Hiking, Back¬ 
packing, Rock Climbing, Canoeing, Kayaking, White Water 
Rafting, Bicycling, and Cave Exploring), Recycling Program 
(Paper), Individual and Family Counseling in the form of rap 
. sessions, Youth Staff Training Program, and the Community 
Out-Reach Program — a community crisis intervention ser- 


The Department of Public Works in the Town of Agawam 
as indicated in past reports, consists of five divisions. Ad¬ 
ministrative, Engineering, Highway, Water and Sanitation. 
This arrangement of the various divisions allows greater 
coordination of personnel and equipment and to carry out 
more efficiently the programs and projects of the Depart- 
ment. 

Planning the 1976 Budget, the Highway division was able to 
complete the overlag of Bituminous concrete on Adams 
Street, Elm, Perry Lane, and Mill Street. Seal coats of as¬ 
phalt and 1/2” trap rock were placed on Sunnyslope Avenue, 
Barry Street, and Riverview Avenue to the major recon¬ 
struction of Royal, Randall, Rowley, Kensington Streets, and 
Kanawha Avenue. 

In addition, the Traffic section with the help of the Federal¬ 
ly Funded Employees as well as the Town funded summer 
help, was able to install pavement markings on all of the 
town’s major streets as well as installing new and replacing 
damaged street signs and other regulatory signs. This divi¬ 
sion also cuts brush and grass along the road sides. 

In Fiscal 1976 the motor equipment repair section, under 
the Highway division, is responsible for the maintenance of 
all D.P.W. Vehicles and equipment as well as all other town 
vehicles with the exception of the Fire Department and 
School Department. 

In Fiscal 1976 the Water division’s meter section continued 
the policy of installing outside meter registers on all new con¬ 
struction as well as the homes that have a poor record of get¬ 
ting in to get the meter read. In addition, this section repairs 
and tests all water meters as well as the reading of the 
meters. As indicated in previous reports we hope, in the near 
future, to have all residential homes with outside registers. 

The Water Division construction crew due to the many 
water freeze ups this past winter (approximately 135) and 
with the many water breaks as well as the increase in re¬ 
quests for new services this spring, they will have to com¬ 
plete the water main construction during the 1977 Fiscal 
period. 

The maintenance crew within the Sanitation Division is re¬ 
sponsible for sewer backups as well as a daily inspection of 
many main line problem areas. This preventitive main¬ 
tenance has greatly reduced our number of sewer backups. 
The construction section of the Sanitation division installed 
drainage on Kensington Street and as this was the only major 
project, this crew was able to devote most of their time on 
maintenance of catch basins, storm drains, and sanitary 
sewer mains.

I herewith submit to you the annual report for the Depart¬ 
ment of Weights and Measures for the fiscal year 1975-76. 

The purpose of this department is to keep our citizens from 
oeing cheated by intent, unknowingly, or by error in their pur¬ 
chases of the necessities of life. 

Weights and Measures activities has been ranked as one of 
the earliest government services and is still today one of our 
governments vital and necessary roles to assure accuracy 
and integrity in all commercial transactions involving 
weight, measure, or count. The object of this government ser¬ 
vice is to maintain an equitable marketplace where buyers 
and sellers receive equal consideration in daily sales and pur¬ 
chases. 

Technical advances in weighing and measuring devices 
currently require constant review and study of new sophisti¬ 
cated devices which are utilized to calculate quantitive repre¬ 
sentation. Here in Agawam this year, several of these new 
type scales and gasoline pumps have been installed. Carmel 
Comers Fruit and Vegetable Store has installed a semi-auto¬ 
mated checkout counter with scale unit interfaced with 
National Cash Register system. Inasmuch as these new de¬ 
vices are highly costly units, owners expect inspectors to be 
well versed in their operation and able to test them with an 
adequate knowledge that will prove not only capabilities of 
the device under test, but also be assured their investment 
will sustain undue damage because of lack of its under¬ 
standing by the inspector. 

Many modem progressive weights and measures depart¬ 
ments have encompassed general consumer protection 
through their complaint handling abilities. We, in Agawam, 
instituted the practice of assisting in consumer general 
problems in 1972. When the state discontinued handling indi¬ 
vidual consumer complaints, cities and towns that had the 
ability to assist their citizens found not only a great influx of 
calls to help our citizens, but because we are more success¬ 
ful in our approach. We have assisted to resolve over $40,000 
worth of consumer complaints from Agawam consumers and 
consumers involved with Agawam businesses for the year 
1976. A good portion of this money was directly returned to 
the consumer. 

Cable television has proven to be a formidable responsibil¬ 
ity. We have sustained a great amount of verbiage by the 
Spectrum Company in their promise to continue their con¬ 
struction in Agawam, but have sustained little building. We 
do document all CATV service complaints and quickly bring 
them to the attention of Spectrum and have held several 
meetings with company officials. Currently, Inspector 
Draghetti and department secretary Mrs. Gray, Town 
Engineer John Stone and his assistant John Scavioli are being 
trained by high school audio visual instructor in special volun¬ 
tary evening training sessions which will give the town the 
capability for our own town vido crew to broadcast over cable 
from our high school studio. 

Energy problems have given us some consternation this 
vear. We did attend an all-day Saturday Seminar on energy 
problems at Massachusetts Institute of Technology in May. 
The escalating cost of gas and electricity under the Depart¬ 
ment of Public Utilities is of great concern to us. We have 
voiced our objections to rate increases at the Department of 
Public Utilities rate hearings. We have had complaints of 
people not being able to purchase fuel oil and have been in¬ 
strumental in resolving several dilemmas so that no homes 
were without heat. 

We were able to train, under the Federal Government Title 
II program, a very proficient secretary. Mrs. Gray has taken 
an intent interest in the work of our department and has dedi¬ 
cated herself to becoming knowledgeable in all phases of our 
work. Her own personal background has allowed her to be¬ 
come well-versed in consumer complaint handling with parti¬ 
cular skills in billing procedures, even into matters that 
effect the Town's utility bills. Because of her unique 
mechanical aptitude, she has advanced very well at our cable 
television studio training sessions and is currently taking 
courses on her own time in the handling of audio visual equip¬ 
ment which will be combined in broadcasting programs on 
our cable television access channel. Since Mrs. Gray has been 
working in this department, she has completed a shorthand 
refresher evening course and received the only “A” in her 
class for her effort. In September, she took a Civil Service 
Clerical Examination and received a mark of 98%. We have 
made a sincere effort to bring to the attention of the town 
officials, the attributes of Mrs. Gray and our desire to have 
her employed on the town’s payroll assigned to this depart¬ 
ment. Our department has sustained work load increases that 
dictate staff personnel permanently assigned and it is im¬ 
perative for us to be able to continue our service and 
assistance to the citizens of the Town of Agawam. 


PLANNING BOARD 


The Agawam Planning Board met regularly on the first and 
third Thursdays of each month in a total of twenty-six meet¬ 
ings. The Chairman or Board members were requested and 
participated in twenty-two other meetings of town boards and 
agencies. In addition, the Chairman was the invited speaker 
at a meeting of the Agawam Home Builder’s Association and 
the entire Board were speakers at an Agawam Business¬ 
men's Association meeting. The Planning Board Chairman 
was a member and the Chairman of the local Growth Policy 
Committee and was, therefore, able to bring the concerns of 
the Growth Policy Committee into the planning considera¬ 
tions of the Town. The Chairman continues to represent 
Agawam on the Lower Pioneer Valley Regional Planning 
Commission and serves as Treasurer of that bodv. 

The Board lost the services of Stanley M. Drewnowski, Jr., 
who received a job advancement and had to relocate out of 
Agawam. Stan's service to the Board was particularly 
valuable in-as-much as he was a life-long resident of the Town 
and a member of one of Agawam’s oldest agricultural 
families. Mr. Robert S. Bergin was reappointed to the Board 
in January for a five-year term and was subsequently elected 
Clerk (upon Mr. Drewnowski’s resignation). Natalie C. 
George was re-elected to serve as Chairman. 

The major work of the Planning Board was the study and 
drafting of the Master Plan with our consultant, Brown, 
Donald and Donald of Farmington, Connecticut, Robert W. 
Donald, AIP, planner in charge for Agawam. The tentative 
plan is ready for public hearings, several of which will be held 
withing the next few months. The Planning Board has begun 
to work on a new zoning ordinance for the Town of Agawam in 
conformance with Chapter 808 of the Acts of 1975. With the 
Conservation Commission and Parks and Playgrounds Direc¬ 
tor Jack Kunasek, the Board developed a Recreation and 
Open Space Plan for certification by the State for future fund¬ 
ing. 

Three ordinances were submitted to the Council for con¬ 
sideration, after study with Brown, Donald and Donald, Plan¬ 
ning Consultants, and our attorney. These were open space 
subdivision, off-street parking and loading, and a multifamily 
housing ordinance. The Council rejected all three. There¬ 
fore, the problems which exist with parcelization of land for 
homes in marginal areas will-no doubt continue to be a 
problem to Agawam and its future residents since the land- 
owner or developer will continue to have little alternative to 
design “more of the same” for a return on his property. The 
Council, in rejecting the parking ordinance, did provide for a 
committee to study the problem in recognition of the fact that 
some standards should be defined, especially within the com¬ 
mercial and industrial districts. This committee has met 
irregularly since it members have had difficulty in finding 
times convenient to all. 

The multifamily zoning ordinance was written to stronger 
design standards to meet the needs of the abuttors and the 
developer in standards to satisfy the visual taste of Agawam. 
The residents of the town requested this ordinance, and it was 
similar to ordinances in force in similar communities (as was 
the case of the off-street parking ordinance). It was not 
accepted by the Council. 

Because of the economic situation and work of the Board 
on a new zoning map, development pressures were not suffi¬ 
cient to produce any new zone change requests within the 
year. v 

Site review, as allowed by local zoning ordinance as part of 
the issuance of a building permit, was performed for twelve 
businesses — three new businesses, one pump station facility 
and eight expansions of existing businesses. Regarding the 
pumping station facility on School Street, the Planning Board 
was adamant in requiring a roof design which would be con¬ 
sistent with the residential district in which it is located. As a 
result, the Town provided the mansard roof which hides, to a 
substantial dgree, the ventilation equipment of the station. 

Under Massachusetts General Law, Chapter 41, Subdivi¬ 
sion Control Law — two new subdivisions were processed and 
approved subject to conditions — Roosevelt Heights (update 
of previously approved plans) and Valley Forge Park. In 
addition, twenty-four parcels were reviewed and determined 
not to constitute subdivisions under the law. 

The bulk of the work under subdivision control was to en¬ 
courage the developers to complete those portions of the sub¬ 
divisions which could be marketed. The Board has had to ini¬ 
tiate several court actions in order to guarantee standards. 
Such actions are undertaken only when negotiations with the 
bonding companies, banks, and developers can not produce 
the protection to the Town which is intended by the subdivi¬ 
sion control law. Serious financial difficulties continue to ex¬ 
ist with fifteen developments partly completed. The Board 
will be continuing its efforts into the next fiscal year at least. 

The Planning Board wishes to thank Assistant Town Coun¬ 
sel Richard C. Morassi, Town Engineer John P. Stone and 
Assistant Town Engineer Joh J. Savioli for their cooperation 
and work with the Board to remedy these difficult situations. 
The Board also appreciates Town Manager James D. West- 
man’s willingness to support the Planning Board in their legi¬ 
timate efforts to comply with the laws and to represent the 
true interests of the citizens of Agawam.

TREE WARDEN REPORT 

This department removed numerous large trees in various 
parts of Town during the year 1976-77. 

North West St., North Westfield St., and Suffield St. are 
still our problem streets. Sewer construction of past years 
along with development that drop our water table raise havoc 
with our large trees in that they can’t put roots out fast 
enough to compensate for the drop on the water table. 

Storms did not eive us anv great problems during the vear. 


SPAN CENTER 


The focus of 1976 was on consolidation and program sta¬ 
bility. The number of persons coming to the Center in¬ 
creased as did the length of time they stayed. As a result, 
more of our time was devoted to individual counseling and 
therapy. The Center averages about 60 people a month who 
receive individual or group counseling. 

A number of on-golng programs functioned during the year 
as well. The high school equivalency program grew consider¬ 
ably and 44 people participated during the course of the year. 
The average length of stay in the program was six to eight 
months. The Youth Support Group for 10-12 year old young¬ 
sters provides help for about 50 children during the course of 
the year. 

Several other programs functioned for shorter periods of ' 
time. Among these were a series of seminars on drug use and 
abuse given in the junior high school, a ten-week Parent Ef¬ 
fectiveness training course, a six-week summer film series, 
an outdoors program for adolescents, a series of creativity 
workshops, and an art group for young people. 

The Agawam Food Co-op was begun by members of the 
SPAN Advisory Committee and made use of the Center’s 
facility during the initial months of organization. They now 
number 70 families and are working well. 

There were no staff changes during the year. The Center’s 
staff was assisted by a team of volunteers from the com¬ 
munity and area colleges. The youth support group is run by 
volunteers and the high school equivalency program is 
tutored by volunteers supervised by a full-time staff person. 
We had nine volunteers who worked with programs for a 
period of at least four months each. We also had about 12 
volunteers who assisted the Center by answering the phone. 
The Center has also benefited'dqring the past year from a 
closer link with the Westfield Cliqic. The Director of the 
Clinic has helped us with consultation services and has 
assigned a social worker to assist our staff as the need arises. 

With the assistance of seed money from the town, the 
Center was able to obtain a contract with the Department of 
Public Welfare for $18,000. This money is providing counsel¬ 
ing services for low income families and children. We also re¬ 
ceived grants from the Rotary Club and the United States 
Jaycees. Liluth, an all women’s band performed a dance 
benefit for the Center. The Center has also begun to accept 
donations from clients who would like to contribute and have 
the means. 

The Center has grown in many ways over the past year. It 
has sharpened its focus and improved the quality of its ser¬ 
vices. This has been possible through the work of the staff and 
the working relationship it has with the Town administration 
and the schools. The five-year planning committee of the 
Board is currently drawing up a plan for continuing this 
movement to make the Center a vital resource for the town. 


ASSESSOR’S ANNUAL BEPQRT 


In July of 1976, Town Manager James'D. Westman ap¬ 
pointed Agawam’s first full-time Assessor in the person of 
Ernest M. Dumont. Mr. Dumont, a former Town Assessor 
and long active in the Real Estate and building field brought 
with him many years’ experience. With the directive from 
the Supreme Judicial Court in the so-called “Sudbury Deci¬ 
sion” requiring all Cities and Towns within the Common¬ 
wealth to assess at full and fair cash value, his knowledge and 
expertise will be of immeasurable value. Fred Drew, a 
member of the Board was retained as a part-time Assessor. 

Building has still been on the increase during the past year 
with over 350 building permits having been issued. Although 
construction of apartments has ceased for the time being, the 
construction of single-family dwellings is still in the in¬ 
crease, particularly in the Feedings Hills area. 

Agawam’s taxable value continues to show an increase. As 
of Jan. 1, 1976 the total value of Real Estate and Personal 
Property was $184,551,575, an increase of over forty-one 
million dollars since 1970 when the .revaluation figures were 
implemented. Agawam was in a very enviable position with 
its tax rate showing only a dollar increase for Fiscal 1977 as 
compared to several of the surrounding communities with 
much larger increases. 

The excise tax on registered Motor Vehicles continues to be 
a source of excellent revenue for the Town, but also a thorn in 
the side of both Assessors and owners of vehicles. Compu¬ 
terization, as we all know, is here to stay, but until all the so- 
called “bugs” are worked out of the system, people are still 
receiving tax bills on vehicles which were sold or traded one 
and two years ago, and receiving bills for two different years 
within a very short period. This has placed a heavy burden on, 
many taxpayers. It is the hope of the Assessors that with the 
appointment of a new Registrar of Motor Vehicles who is well 
versed in the intricacies of computers that the whole “mess” 
will be straightened out. 

The Assessors Office Staff now consists of one full-time 
Assessor, one part-time Assessor, one Assistant Assessor, a 
Principal Clerk, and a Senior Clerk. 


The Gypsy Moth also gave us a break in that it wasn’t as 
prevalent as other years. 

New tree planting is a real sore item in that with our 
limited bidget we find it hard to do any extensive planting. 

I wish to thank the Police Dept, and the Dept, of Public 
Works for their cooperation during the year.

FIRE DEPARTMENT

I herewith submit to you the Annual Report for the 
Agawam Fire Department. 

The Fire Department is responsible for the prevention, 
suppression, and extinguishment of fires. Our purpose is to 
protect the lives, and property of the residents of the Town of 
Agawam. 

This year, 32 of our members are enrolled in the Fire 
Science Program at Springfield Technical Community Col¬ 
lege, this also includes five graduates with Associate 
Degrees. 

In April 1976, Pvt. Edward Bobecki was assigned as Fire 
Inspector in the Fire Prevention Bureau. His appointment re¬ 
places Russell Jenks who was promoted to Deputy Chief. Our 
department has run smoothly and efficiently with the promo¬ 
tion of Inspector Bobecki. 

The newest addition to the department is a 1976 diesel 
pumper, which is housed at Station #2 on Springfield St. in 
Feeding Hills. This vehicle is equipped to handle any type of 
fire and is quick in its response. This pumper replaces E #3 
which is approximately 30 years old. 

In 1976, the Fire Department responded to 628 alarms. The 
alarms are divided into the following categories:

Grass & Rubbish.240 

Emergencies.97 

Mutual Aid .2 

Motor Vehicles.80 

False Alarms .39 

Needless .48 


I would be remiss if I did not also bring to your attention 
the cooperation we receive from all other Town Depart¬ 
ments throughout the year. 


CONSUMER ADVISORY COMMISSION 


During the year 1976 Agawam Consumer Advisory Com¬ 
mission held six meetings on February 23, April 26, June 28, 
August 23, October 25, and December 13, 1976. 

The Commission received complaints on the Town’s Water 
Meter bills. Consequently, an investigation resulted in the in¬ 
stitution of a progressive method in resolving and checking 
upon users complaints. 

Insurance matters particularly relating to automobiles and 
hospital care were of paramount concern to consumers. 
Special seminars were sponsored by the Massachusetts Con¬ 
sumer Commission and the Attorney General’s Office of Con¬ 
sumer Protection regarding insurance for such services. 

Members of the Commission also attended meeting and 
seminars on “How to Conduct a Public Meeting,” DPW elec¬ 
tric rate hearings, automobile regulation hearings, and in 
addition, Inspector Draghetti commuted every Tuesday 
afternoon to attend a Ten-week Consumer Education Train¬ 
ing Course sponsored by the Massachusetts Consumer Coun¬ 
cil at Suffolk University in Boston. 

Mrs. Ruth E. Zucco was a welcome addition to the Com¬ 
mission. She replaced Dr. Francis Milici who retired. Mrs. 
Zucco handles publicity for the Commission. A letter of resig¬ 
nation dated October 19, 1976, to Mr. Westman from Paul 
Placzak was received by the Commission with great regret. 

In September, Mrs. Gaunt attended a workshop sponsored 
by the Hampden County Extension Service on “Consumer 
Issues in Textiles.’ Discussion was on flame retardation of 
sleepwear for children up to size 14 and proposed regulation 
for adult sleepware. 

The Commission recorded itself as favoring Legislations 
regarding throw-away bottles and cans. 

Beverly Gray, Louis Draghetti, John Stone, and John 
Savioli completed training on how to operate all phases of the 
audio, video, and broadcasting equipment in the High School 
Broadcasting Studio to give the Town the capability to air live 
cable or by video tape, any program they may wish to present 
to Agawam viewers on our governmental access channel. 

In November, Inspector Draghetti attended the first all¬ 
day conference at the Old First Church in Springfield on 
“Human Services.” 

Our Commission was instrumental in bringing to the atten¬ 
tion of the Fire Department and the public, Christmas lights 
with counterfeit UJL. labels. Some of these lights were found 
in Agawam stores. Paula Gold of the Attorney General’s of¬ 
fice was also informed. 


POLICE DEPARTMENT

During the year 1976 your Police Department progressed 
into another plane of achievement. Not only were we suc¬ 
cessful in the scope of our police endeavors but also in the 
areas of continued cooperation with other departments and 
groups of the Town. We do work with the youth-oriented pro¬ 
grams such as Span and Rap in such as lectures and discus¬ 
sions. Further, we do make our officers available for lectur¬ 
ing for the School Systems as well as civic groups. In addi¬ 
tion to these programs we do maintain working agreements 
with almost all other Town Departments. We are in almost 
daily contact with such as the Consumer Advisory/Sealer of 
Weights and Measures in concern with consumer protection; 
the DPW and the Tree Warden in the maintaining of our 
public ways and the Health Department and the Civil De¬ 
fense in plans for any type of disaster. 

In order to enforce our Dog Leash Law we do assist the Dog 
Officer whenever possible. As well as these planned 
assistance programs we also work with the School Main¬ 
tenance and the Park and Recreation personnel toward the 
prevention of damage and the apprehension of wrongdoers 
not only for their buildings and property but also all Town, 
County, and State properties, which are considerable. The 
Fire Department is in almost daily contact with us by virtue 
of their assistance with the Rescue truck at serious accident 
scenes; both the additional manpower and equipment have 
proven extremely helpful at these times of emergencies. We 
do thank all of these fine groups and departments for this fine 
show of unity toward the continuing to give the Townspeople 
the maximum service possible. 

While these department functions are necessary and worth¬ 
while they are dependent upon each department being allow¬ 
ed to function smoothly and efficiently. We must have equip¬ 
ment and personnel accordingly. We have completed a 
reasonable amount of stability during the past year. 

While there are several areas which could be strengthened, 
overall our services have improved if any change could be 
noted. One particular area of experimenting is the Special¬ 
ized Groups. We have altered some of the responsibility of in¬ 
vestigations, allowing more field work for the patrol units 
leaving the detective bureau, Court, Arson, Traffic, Safety, 
and other like units to concentrate more in their own more so¬ 
phisticated areas, so necessary to today’s more complex 
law enforcement. In conjunction with these programs we 
have been trying to update appropriate equipment on a gra¬ 
dual basis. With this encouragement as an indication of ap¬ 
proval we will continue to plan to progress along these lines. 
Having met with some succes on a few of our programs with¬ 
in our budget in the past and with progress in others at pre¬ 
sent we are hopeful for the future. 

In an ever-increasing effort to give the Townspeople ever- 
improving services, I am pleased to report that each of our 
officers is enrolled or has completed as least one segment of 
education, in either higher education in the Incentive Police 
program, Medical Training in Cardiopulmonary Resuscita¬ 
tion, First Responder and/or Emergency Medical Training, 
ambulance, or in the Specialized Training seminars held by 
private, state, and federal agencies in areas of Fingerprint¬ 
ing, Photography, Arson to name a few. 

Under the state program of Police higher education we 
have a total of 30 involved: including 16 Associates and six 
Bachelor degrees. Seminars and short, up to 2/3 sessions 
were also well attended for Defensive Driving, Photography, 
Firearm Handling, Law Enforcement Computer refresher, 
Juvenile procedures, and Arson. Three of our regulars were 
allowed to complete their required training at Mucipal Police 
Academies in Framingham and Holyoke. Our Medical train¬ 
ing also covers a wide area — we have two qualified instruc¬ 
tors, 13 are registered EMT/A's, two are approved to ad¬ 
minister OPR while 17 can attend injured as First 
Responders. We are proud of our status at this time and 
already have another seven in EMT/A training at various 
stages. 

With your continued cooperation and support we will 
develop and hopefully enlarge these services to you. 


During 1976, over 200 consumer complaints were received. 
These complaints represented over $40,000 in goods and ser¬ 
vices that were either repaired, replaced, or cash returned to 
the consumer. Many complaints were resolved to both the 
consumer’s and merchant’s mutual satisfaction with over 
90% of our complaints resolved.

VETERANS’ SERVICES

Veterans’ Services 


During 1976 this Department serviced several thousand 
phone calls and personal contacts for Veterans and Veterans 
dependents. 

Our work load continues to increase. This is a result of ad¬ 
vancing age of veterans and inability of veterans to find work 
at this time. 

Services rendered consist of recording discharges, coun- 
ciling veterans regarding pensions, education, employment, 
and medical treatment. 

This office has acquired the following for Agawam 
veterans; compensation, non-service connected disability 
pensions, pensions for widows, and school benefits for 
veterans dependent children. 

During 1976 money received by these people in Agawam 
amounted to $87,000.00 dollars, liiis money is paid direct to 
the veterans and their dependents by the Veterans’ Admini¬ 
stration and is responsible for reducing the Veterans’ Service 
Budget. 

During Fiscal 1975 and 1976 this department extended aid 
for ordinary benefits, hospital, doctors, and medicines in tne 
amount of $46,926.66. This was all approved by the State office 
and Agawam is reimbursed $23,463.33. 

My sincere thanks for the cooperation we have received 
from all departments in the town. 

We will continue during 1977 to administer the affairs of 
this department, to the best advantage of the Veteran, his 
dependents and the Town of Agawam. 


LIQUOR LICENSING COMMISSION 

In the three and a half years that the Agawam Liquor 
Licensing Commission has been in office, the members have 
held regular meetings the second Wednesday of each month. 
In addition, special meetings were scheduled whenever the 
necessity arose. 

During the year a third member, Mr. John Bartnik, was ap¬ 
pointed to the commission by Town Manager Mr. Westman. 

Since the license commission has been in office, liquor fees 
for the town of Agawam have increased by $8137.75. 

In dealing with violations the commission has suspended 
two licenses for 30 days, one license for 44 days and one 
license for seven days. 

The stand of the commission on selling to minors is that it 
is not only illegal but a dangerous menace to society. 

By an act of the State Legislature, and approved by the 
Governor, licenses were issued to two Agawam golf clubs — 
Oak Ridge and St. Anne. Under the stipulation of this act 
these two licenses can be transferred only in the event the 
clubs are sold to new owners.

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HEALTH DEPARTMENT 


During the year 1975-76, the Agawam Conservation Com¬ 
mission has continued a policy of strict enforcement of the 
Wetlands Act to curtail development of wetlands in Agawam. 

The majority of our problems have been in dealing with poor¬ 
ly planned and designed older subdivisions and filled areas, 
old attitudes of land use, i.e., not recognizing the need for 
maintaining wetland areas, and individuals who refuse to ad¬ 
mit the Wetland Act exists and will be enforced. Many of the 
areas will always be a problem for the Town and the Com¬ 
mission is working hard to avoid cost to the taxpayer by 
monitoring Wetland areas closely to prevent this occurrence 
in the future. The Commission has not renewed old permits, 
where no work had begun and has updated permits under con¬ 
struction by extensive new engineering information where 
potential problems might exist. The Commission finally saw 
the completion of the Forest Hills wetland work after three 
years of diligent pursuit. 

Other permits issued were appealed by the petitioner, but 
were substantially upheld, as we have seen better State en¬ 
forcement of local Commission’s orders. 

We currently have thirty-six active permits. The most 
publicized wetlands hearing, Pheasant Hill, appears to lack 
funding from the State and has not finished the required en¬ 
gineering for extension of the permit. 

Because of a continued lack of proper engineering and com¬ 
plete plans submitted to the Commission, we have attempted

years old) were notified and required to have new soil tests 
made. The department required new observation soil test 
holes to be made on any lot where a question of possible 
change in the ground water might have occured. 

The number of complaints of violations of the Housing Code 
increased substantially over that of the previous year. Each 
complaint was investigated and practical solutions im¬ 
plemented as soon as possible. 

The Dental Advisory Committee worked to promote dental 
education in our elementary schools. A dental survey of some 
elementary school children was undertaken. Tooth brushes 
were distributed to many school children. The Public Health 
Dental Hygienist has completed a dental education guide to 
be used in instructing students in preventive dentistry. 

The Health Officer completed in-service course instruc¬ 
tion to all Public Health and School Nurses enrolled in the 
U.S. Public Health Service Community Health Course. The 
nurses were required to take a final examination. All person¬ 
nel passing the exam were issued a certificate from the 
United States Public Health Service. The course is equiva¬ 
lent to four College Credits. A second U.S.P.H.S. course has 
been started on Communicable Disease Control. 

A Rabies Clinic was held during the spring. Approximate¬ 
ly 300 dogs were immunized against rabies. The clinic was a 
joint operation of Dr. Shouse, the Health Department, and 
volunteer help from the Agawam Jr. Women’s Club. 

The Health Officer has the duty of issuing a number of li¬ 
censes and permits for the Board of Health. These provide for 
effective control and inspection in the following areas: 

Restaurants, Septic Systems, Dumping, Garbage Col¬ 
lection, Milk, Mobile Food Service, Hotels and 
Trailers, Retail Food Establishments, and Swimming 
Pools. 

A qualifying inspection is made to determine compliance 
with The Commonwealth of Massachusetts Sanitary Code 
before these permits are issued. 

The Health Department is pleased with the progress being 
made to imporve the public health standards in our com¬ 
munity and will continue to work towards the science and art 
of: 

1) preventing disease 

2) prolonging life 

3) promoting health and efficiency

CIVIL DEFENSE AGENCY 


As we conclude the Bicentennial year, the trend in conver¬ 
sion from Civil Defense to Civil Preparedness is pretty well 
established. Accordingly, Federal, State, and Agawam em¬ 
phasis is currently aimed at forseeable emergencies that 
result from severe storms, floods, hurricanes, conflagra¬ 
tions, tornadoes, and utilities and fuel outages. In anticipa¬ 
tion of such events, our principal activity is in radio com¬ 
munications training, and development of effective, rapidly 
mobilized two-way mobile radio units with power-mega¬ 
phone capability to supplement our siren warning system. 

A continuing function of great interest is the maintenance 
of close contact with adjoining communities to expedite 
mutual aid, and direct personal links with emergency re¬ 
sources within and outside of Agawam such as the Red Cross, 
National Guard, Westover Field, National Weather Service, 
and the Area Four Headquarters of Mass. C.D. Agency pre¬ 
sently located at Belchertown, but due to relocate shortly.

It has now become very obvious the nation can’t 
keep pace with Russia in the field of arms if the services 
continue to spend most of their defense appropriations 
on salaries, bonuses, retirement benefits, and other 
goodies designed to persuade people to volunteer for 
military service. 

The only course by which the nation’s security can 
be adequately safeguarded is for Congress and the 
President to call upon the youth of the country to serve 
at modest pay levels-for a short period of time, 
eighteen months or two years, at a specified age.

Service could be civilian or military; each teen-ager 
can make the choice. There will be more than enough 
manpower for all the military services and civilian 
tasks, and billions will be saved, which can help 
balance the budget and improve the quantity and 
quality of the military hardware absolutely necessary to 
preserve freedom and security. 

In this connection, Arnty Secretary Clifford 
Alexander, meaning well and admittedly facing a 
genuine problem in the area of reserves, has proposed
